Phi  Alpha  in  December  of  2003.  Founded  in  1906  at  Cornell  University  as 
the  first  intercollegiate  Greek  letter  fraternity  established  for  African 
Americans,  Alpha  now  includes  more  than  200  chapters  nationwide.  Alpha 
maintains  both  college-based  and  alumni  affairs  and  emphasizes  lifelong 
commitment.  Once  student  members  graduate  from  college,  they  may  apply 
to  join  alumni  chapters  that  conduct  a  high  level  of  service  activity  and 
closely  support  the  college  chapters. 

Alpha  demands  that  members  maintain  a  2.5  G.P.A.,  a  tougher  requirement 
than  the  2.0  standard  of  some  of  Davidson's  nationally  affiliated  fraternities 
and  five  eating  houses.  Alpha  requires  members  to  be  registered  voters 
and  to  participate  in  its  national  voter  registration  and  monitoring  community 
service  programs.

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"This  Saturday  morning  at  9:00  amidst  Brueggers  Bagels  and  hot  chocolate,  Davidson  students,  faculty 
and  community  members  will  gather  on  the  Town  Green  for  the  5th  annual  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Turkey 
Trot.  The  Turkey  Trot  will  be  a  5K  race  to  benefit  the  Free  Clinic  of  Our  Towns  at  Ada  Jenkins,  a  non¬ 
profit  volunteer  organization  that  seeks  to  bring  healthcare  to  those  in  the  community  who  can’t  afford  it. 
“The  Free  Clinic’s  services  are  in  more  demand  than  ever  with  the  state  of  the  economy,”  SigEp  Vice 
President  of  Programming  Bryce  Jones  ’1 1  said.  “Unfortunately,  much  of  the  charitable  donations  that 
keep  the  Clinic  running  have  fallen  off  just  when  our  community  needs  the  Clinic  the  most.” 

Jones  said  that  because  many  of  the  brothers  of  SigEp  volunteer  for  the  Clinic  itself  or  Ada  Jenkins, 
Service  Chair  Scott  Connors  ’1 1  revived  the  Turkey  Trot  after  “a  three  year  hiatus.” 

So  far,  SigEp  has  raised  around  $2,500  for  the  Free  Clinic,  and  hopes  to  total  $3,500  after  the  race.  In 
addition,  all  proceeds  from  registrations  will  go  directly  to  the  Free  Clinic,  as  SigEp  has  donated  $1 ,500  to 
cover  the  race  costs. 

“The  response  from  SigEp  alumni,  many  of  whom  remember  the  Turkey  Trot  from  their  time  here,  has 
been  outstanding,”  Jones  said.  “We  certainly  hope  that  our  event  can  raise  awareness  about  the  Free 
Clinic  and  its  mission.  Davidson  students  are  already  very  involved  in  this  cause,  and  we  would  like  to  let 
the  whole  campus  know.” 

Besides  raising  money  for  charity,  eating  bagels  and  getting  some  exercise,  Jones  cited  one  last  reason 
to  be  excited  for  Saturday’s  Turkey  Trot. 

“Chris  Ryan,  SigEp’s  President,  has  been  training  for  two  weeks  for  this  race,”  Jones  joked.  “He  will  also 
be  wearing  all  Under  Armour.”

Riding  the  waves 
of  its  past  successes  and  buoyed  by  the  leftover  spirit  of  the  Year  of  Sustainability  (2008-2009)  and  led  by  Claire 
Naisby  ’12  (president),  Galen  King  ’10  (treasurer),  Marie  Doyon  ’12  (secretary),  and  Hayden  Higgins  ’12 
(historian),  EAC  seeks  to  promote  environmental  action,  education,  awareness,  and  advocacy  on  campus  and 
beyond.  EAC’s  flagship  programs  remained  popular,  including  such  stalwart  events  as  Do  It  In  The  Dark, 
Recyclemania,  and  Green  Ball.  However,  the  leadership  sought  to  expand  the  reach  of  the  club  by  conducting 
more  social  events  including  monthly  potiuck  dinners,  the  wildly  successful  Power,  People,  Pork  dinner  during 
Parent’s  Weekend,  and  a  weekend  retreat  in  the  fall  to  allow  freshmen  and  new  members  to  have  their  plans  for 
the  new  year  heard.

Through  proceeds  from  donations,  T-shirt  sales  and  a  silent  auction,  the 
Davidson  Volleyball  team  raised  $4,210  in  support  of  the  Side-Out  Foundation’s 
Dig  Pink  campaign,  leading  all  Southern  Conference  schools  for  a  second 
straight  season. 

“We  are  excited  to  have  participated  in  this  year’s  Dig  Pink  efforts,”  head  coach 
Tim  Cowie  said.  “Our  team,  along  with  our  fellow  SoCon  schools,  takes  great 
pride  in  supporting  breast  cancer  awareness  and  helping  the  Side-Out 
Foundation  raise  funds  in  order  to  eradicate  this  terrible  disease.” 

In  total,  the  1 1  participating  Southern  Conference  member  institutions  raised 
$14,423.34,  with  Davidson  leading  the  way  for  a  second  straight  season.  The 
Wildcats  raised  $4,210,  after  raising  $5,400  a  year  ago. Appalachian  State 
raised  $3,502,  and  Elon,  $1 ,91 8. 

To  raise  support,  Davidson  players  and  coaches  solicited  pledges,  either  in  per 
dig  or  flat  donations,  and  sold  T-shirts.  The  athletic  department  also  hosted  a 
silent  auction  at  the  team’s  Oct.  23  match  against  Western  Carolina.  The  team’s 
final  figure  of  $4,210  includes  donations  made  to  the  Side-Out  Foundation  on 
behalf  of  the  team,  online  donations  and  the  Davidson  College  donation,  which 
includes  proceeds  from  shirt  sales  and  the  silent  auction.
